1. This is a public auction and mail-bid sale

Toned a rich, chocolate-brown 
color with some hints of red re maini ng on the reverse. An interest¬ 
ing obverse die variety displaying the obvious blunder in the count 
of the stars. 

1003 1853-Cleaned—ANACS. Unc. Details, Net AU 55. Flatly struck at 
the borders with deep brown surfaces that a show a hint of muted 
steel-blue color.

1006 1838 AU 58 NGC. Glossy chocolate-brown surfaces, well detailed 
in all but the obverse stars. 

1007 1843-Polished-ANACS. Unc. Details, Net AU 50. Well struck with 
reasonably smooth surfaces. Unfortunately, someone tried to 
improve the coin's appearance by polishing it. It has now retoned a 
muted red color. 

1008 1850 MS 64 Red and Brown PCGS. Quite smooth in appearance 
with tinges of pale red luster in the protected areas. 

1009 1853 MS 62 Red and Brown ANACS. Well struck in most areas with 
much of the original red luster remaining. 

1010 1853 MS 64 Red PCGS. A little softly struck at the peripheral areas 
on the obverse, some casual muting of color is seen on the high- 
points of the reverse.

1292 1976-S PR 69 Deep Mirror Cameo PCGS; 1976-S half dollar PR 69 
Deep Mirror Cameo PCGS; and a 1976-S dollar PR 69 Deep Mirror 
Cameo PCGS, a trio of near-perfect, contemporary proof coins. 
(Total: 3 coins) 

CERTIFIED EARLY HALF DOLLARS 

1293 1805/4--Damaged, Scratched-ANACS. Fine Details, Net VG 8. O- 
102, R.3. Several scratches bisect the obverse horizontally. The 
overdate feature is very clear, and other than the damage, the coin is 
fully original in appearance. 

1294 1806 AU 58 NGC. Pointed 6, Stem Through Claw. O-115, R. 1. Well 
defined for the issue with lovely gold, russet, and violet toning and 
only the slightest rub. This near-mint example will fit nicely in an 
advanced collection. 

1295 1806/5 XF40 ANACS. 0-101, R.3. Natural gray and golden toning 
with some of the normal softness visible in the centers and on the 
obverse stars. 

1296 1807 Draped Bust AU 58 PCGS. O-109a, R.3. Mostly white with 
a milky haze, a trace of light toning, and a nice strike. This impres¬ 
sive, near-mint specimen is very pleasing.

1297 1814/3 AU 55 ICG. O-101a, R.2. Light golden patina and much mint 
luster lurks just beneath the overlay of dirty gray-brown toning that 
covers each side of this original, early half. 

1298 1825 MS 64 PCGS. 0-105, R.2. One of the loveliest Bust half dol¬ 
lars one can hope to find, and certainly one of the finest of the vari¬ 
ety. The obverse is toned in a thin layer of rich yellow-gold and rose 
pastel that deepens somewhat toward the border. The reverse is sim¬ 
ilar, but there are streaks of scattered russet-brown patina. In terms 
of color and overall eye appeal, this piece is outstanding. This coin 
is a rare opportunity for variety collectors to obtain an exceptional, 
high quality example of the date. 

1299 1831 MS 61 ANACS. 0-109, R.l. Well struck except on several of 
the peripheral stars. A small grease mark is noted on the second A of 
AMERICA, and the luster is quite bright under a layer of silver-gray 
color.

1300 1832 AU 55 PCGS. Large Letters. O-lOla, R.l. A readily identifi¬ 
able variety with a prominent die crack that joins the eagle's left (fac¬ 
ing) wing to the olive leaves, this original piece displays even, char¬ 
coal-olive patination and placid, satiny surfaces. The strike is unusu¬ 
ally crisp for the series. 

1301 1834 AU 58 ANACS. Small Date, Small Letters. 0-120, High R.2. 
A bit soft on the stars with full, but subdued, luster and only slight 
rub. 

1302 1834 MS 62 NGC. Small Date, Small Letters. 0-109, R.l. The small 
die line that extends into the fields from the tip of Liberty's bust and 
a small collection of dots near the end of the lower ribbon establish 
the identity of this die variety. This is an originally toned piece with 
milky-gray patina throughout and highlights of olive gathered about 
the peripheries. Both sides are well centered and the denticles are 
sharp and unusually well pronounced for the series. The strike is 
bold, although not complete, and we note slight flatness on the usual 
focal points. The underlying surfaces are satiny and the deep toning 
limits the impact of the scattered abrasions. 


1303 1855-S Arrows Fine 15 NGC. The San Francisco Mint's first half 
dollar issue and a respected rarity in all grades, collectors most often 
encounter the 1855-S with heavy wear and/or detracting problems. 
Although moderately circulated, this pleasing specimen displays 
even wear and original, russet-copper patination throughout. Quite 
well detailed within the confines of this grade level, the smooth sur¬ 
faces are noteworthy for their lack of circulation marks. This lot rep¬ 
resents a significant opportunity for the specialist whose limited 
budget precludes the acquisition of a better preserved example.

1304 1859-S MS 64 PCGS. Rarely encountered even at the XF grade tier, 
near-gem representations of this early S-mint half are deservedly 
rare. Heavily frosted and lightly toned in pale champagne irides¬ 
cence, this piece exhibits a bold impression that leaves no feature 
undefined. While the few scattered bagmarks explain the grade, we 
note that, in true MS 64 fashion, none of these are unduly distract¬ 
ing. PCGS has certified only 5 specimens in MS 64 with a lone MS 
68 specimen finer. (See Color Photo) 

1305 1861 MS 64 PCGS. Sharply defined with virtually no mentionable 
marks. The grade is limited by slightly subdued, silver-gray toning 
overlaying each side. Popular Civil War date. 

1306 1863-S MS 64 PCGS. Although P-mint silver issues were widely 
hoarded and/or melted during the turmoil of the Civil War, S-mint 
deliveries continued to circulate heavily in California throughout the 
1860s. The 1863-S was one of those half dollar issues that saw heavy 
use despite its modest original delivery of 916,000 pieces. While all 
Mint State survivors of this delivery must be considered quite 
scarce, the present near-gem is one of the finest pieces that PCGS 
has certified. Untoned and carefully preserved, this specimen dis¬ 
plays an otherwise bold impression that leaves Liberty's head and 
the surrounding stars incomplete.

Fully struck, each side is covered with smoky- 
gray toning that deepens slightly to a couple of thin rings of blue and 
golden iridescence around die margins on each side.

1308 1871 PR 64 NGC. Both sides are overlaid in rich shades of autumn- 
gold and turquoise, the end-effect of which is a slight muting of the 
underlying proof qualities. 

Some hazy golden toning blankets both the 
obverse and reverse. A well defined specimen with only a few scat¬ 
tered hairlines visible under the original color. Only 950 proof 
halves were coined in 1872. 

1310 1873 Arrows PR 63 ANACS. Deep cobalt and russet toning with a 
sharp strike and a few small impairments. One of the most popular 
of all U.S. types. 

1311 1886 PR 64 PCGS. Still a great deal of flash in the fields even 
though lightly hairlined. Covered with light smoky-golden toning, 
deepening slighdy toward the rims. 

1312 1889 PR 65 PCGS. An enchanting gem that is essentially brilliant. 
The devices are frosted, creating a strong cameo effect against the 
deep reflective proof mirrors.

1421 1869—Damaged, Cleaned—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 12. Some 
damage is noted in the obverse field adjacent to Liberty's leg. The 
surfaces exhibit a dull finish from having been cleaned. 

CERTIFIED PROOF TRADE DOLLARS 

1422 1876 PR 64 PCGS. Well defined with attractive cobalt and russet 
toning and only minor imperfections. 

1423 1876 PR 65 NGC. Apart from its technical superiority, this proof 
Trade dollar also possesses breathtaking originality and a low certi¬ 
fied population. Even though it obscures the reflectivity of the 
underlying surfaces, the rich endowment of mottled charcoal-laven¬ 
der toning that envelops both sides of this piece readily reveals warm 
blue-green undertones. Although the strike is somewhat weak on 
Liberty's head and the eagle's left (facing) wing, we note that this 
feature hardly detracts from this example's overall eye appeal and 
allure. To date, NGC has certified only 17 specimens in PR 65 with 
a paltry 3 pieces finer. (See Color Photo) 

1424 1880 PR 62 PCGS. A lightly toned example with a few scattered 
contact marks and hairlines that serve to limit the grade. An afford¬ 
able proof type Trade dollar.

1425 1878 7/8TF Weak MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Both sides 
exhibit watery reflectivity and little appreciable contrast. Two under¬ 
lying feathers are visible to the naked eye and a third comes into 
view under magnification. 

1426 1878 7/8TF Weak MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Complete¬ 
ly untoned with nicely reflective fields. A few milling marks limit 
the grade. 

1427 1878 8TF MS 63 PCGS, modestly abraded beneath splashes of 
milky-lilac patina; 1880-S MS 63 PCGS, the obverse is highlighted 
in mottled amber hues; and an 1884-0 MS 63 PCGS, spectacular 
orange and rose toning covers the reverse. (Total: 3 coins) 

1428 1878 8TF MS 63 PCGS; 1890-0 MS 63 PCGS; and an 1899 MS 63 
PCGS. A trio of select, better date Morgans. (Total: 3 coins)

let-gray color with sea-green tones at the peripheral areas. Well 
struck throughout. 

1430 1878 8TF MS 64 PCGS. White and untoned with a few minor sur¬ 
face marks. 

1431 1878 8TF AU 55 Prooflike ANACS, VAM-1; 1878 8TF MS 63 
ANACS, VAM-17, lightly toned on the reverse; and an 1880 MS 64 
ANACS, fully brilliant. (Total: 3 coins) 

1432 1878 7TF Reverse of 1878 MS 64 PCGS. Untoned and fully 
prooflike on the reverse, with a cluster of hairline scratches to the 
left of the eagle's wing. 

1433 1878 7TF Reverse of 1878 MS 64 PCGS. Satiny and not quite as 
sharp as the preceding, but the shi mm ering fields are especially 
clean for the grade. 

1434 1878 7TF Reverse of 1879 MS 64 PCGS. Brilliant and sharply 
struck with a few scattered marks on each side, but a nice coin for 
the grade and a pleasing example of this scarce variety. 
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1435 1878 7TF Reverse of 1879 MS 64 NGC. Brilliant through the cen¬ 
ters, with razor sharp features and only a few trivial blemishes on the 
obverse. Both sides are framed in attractive golden-rose toning. 

1436 1878 7TF Reverse of 1879 MS 64 Prooflike PCGS. Nicely mirrored 
fields are accented with a ring of peripheral russet color. 

1437 1878 7/8TF Strong MS 63 PCGS. Well struck with some hazy pati¬ 
na over the obverse. Popular variety. 

1438 1878 7/8TF Strong MS 63 PCGS. Brilliant. 

1439 1878 7/8TF Strong MS 63 Prooflike ANACS, VAM-40, an untoned 
piece with an unfortunate collection of abrasions on Liberty 's cheek, 
neck, and the surrounding fields; 1890-0 MS 64 NGC, this exam¬ 
ple's pleasing russet-gold peripheral toning redeems its typical New 
Orleans strike; and a 1921 MS 62 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC, 
lightly toned throughout, a dark spot along the obverse rim below 
star 12 is somewhat distracting. (Total: 3 coins) 

1440 1878-CC MS 64 ICG, fully brilliant and satiny, with superior eye 
appeal for this first year issue; 1887-0 MS 64 ICG, boldly struck 
and displaying minor spotting at the base of the reverse; 1898 MS 64 
ICG, brilliant; and a 1900 MS 64 ICG, sharp for the issue and 
untoned. (Total: 4 coins) 

1441 1878-CC MS 64 PCGS. Lightly toned and fully struck with bright 
min t frost. A popular, first year, Carson City Morgan dollar. 

1442 1878-CC MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. A lightly toned, 
popular, first-year CC Morgan dollar. A few surface abrasions limit 
the grade. 

1443 1878-CC MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. This piece is expert¬ 
ly impressed and possessed of vibrant mint luster. Delicate gold 
highlights adhere to isolated denticles and accentuate the carefully 
preserved, near-gem features. 

1444 1878-S MS 64 PCGS; 1882-S MS 64 PCGS; 1883-0 MS 64 PCGS; 
1884-0 MS 64 PCGS; 1886 MS 64 PCGS; and an 1887 MS 64 
PCGS. Six choice, common date Morgans. (Total: 6 coins) 

1445 1878-S MS 66 NGC. A fully original, first-year Morgan toned in 
mottled gray-violet hues. The surfaces are unusually free of most 
noticeable abrasions. Worthy of a fine type collection with an accent 
on toning. 

1446 1878-S MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Nicely frosted devices 
yield a two-toned cameo effect. Light border toning shows on each 
side. 

1447 1879 MS 62 PCGS; (3) 1880 MS 62 PCGS, one with a streak of 
milky golden-gray patina across the obverse; (2) 1881 MS 62 PCGS; 
(2) 1882 MS 62 PCGS; and an 1883 MS 62 PCGS, one accented in 
golden toning. A nice run of early P-mints in first generation PCGS 
holders. (Total: 10 coins) 

1448 1879 MS 64 NGC. Fully bright and untoned with a few tiny contact 
marks. 

1449 1879 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Mostly untoned with 
razor sharp detail and only a few scattered obverse marks. Scarce as 
a DMPL. 

1450 1879-CC VF 35 PCGS. Save for the usual highpoints, this evenly 
worn specimen is quite well detailed within the confines of the grade 
level. Olive-lilac toning adheres to the obverse and lightens substan¬ 
tially over the reverse. Always popular as a low mintage CC dollar. 

1451 1879-CC MS 63 PCGS. The bright, lustrous surfaces show typical 
scuffiness for the grade. A very popular date that will always excite 
the Morgan collector at any level. 

1452 1879-CC MS 64 PCGS. A lovely regular dies specimen, satiny in the 
fields with flashes of soft golden peripheral toning. Scarce and pop¬ 
ular.

1460 1879-S MS 64 PCGS, looks like a gem; 1884 MS 64 PCGS, fully 
struck; 1884-CC MS 64 PCGS, toned over the entire obverse with a 
deep crescent of color on the reverse; 1885-0 MS 64 PCGS, pale 
color; and an 1898-0 MS 64 PCGS, untoned. (Total: 5 coins) 

1461 1879-S MS 65 PCGS, two pieces, one with thin crescents of irides¬ 
cent toning on each side; and an 1880-S MS 65 NGC, typically lus¬ 
trous and partially framed in orange-gold toning. (Total: 3 coins) 

1462 1879-S MS 65 PCGS; 1880-S MS 65 NGC; 1880-S MS 65 PCGS,

1882-S MS 65 PCGS, tightly toned; 1885-0 MS 65 PCGS, satiny and 
untoned; 1885-0 MS 65 PCGS, tight golden patina.

1469 1880 MS 64 PCGS, two pieces, both satiny and especially clean in 
the fields. One exhibits minor planchet flaking on the cheek and the 
other a pair of milting marks.

Moderately toned overall, the luster is some¬ 
what muted, thus limi ting the grade.

1479 1880-S MS 64 NGC, six pieces, all untoned with superior luster and 
razor sharp detail.

1496 1881 -O MS 65 PCGS. Mostly brilliant with a hint of golden color on 
each side. All details are sharply struck, an added bonus for this con¬ 
ditionally scarce O-mint dollar. 

1497 1881-S MS 62 PCGS; 1882-0 MS 62 PCGS, both sides are accent¬ 
ed in golden-violet and sea-green hues; (2) 1884 MS 62 PCGS; (2) 

1887 MS 62 PCGS; 1890 MS 62 PCGS; 1896 MS 62 PCGS, a swath 
of milky lilac patina covers the right side of the reverse; and a 1902 
MS 62 PCGS, a trifle hazy with a series of light facial marks. 
(Total: 9 coins) 

1498 1881-S MS 65 PCGS. A beautifully toned gem. The obverse is a 
deep pool of sea-green and turquoise-blue colors, the reverse is com¬ 
pletely white. 

1499 1881-S MS 65 NGC, three pieces, all are typically brilliant gems. 
(Total: 3 coins) 

1500 1881-S MS 66 NGC. Mottled milky-gold toning throughout the 
obverse, as well as a pair of abrasions on Liberty's cheek and jaw, 
are the only distractions worthy of note on this otherwise pristine 
example. 

Neither the striking quality nor the surface 
preservation reveal impairments that would dishonor an even higher 
grade. 

1502 1881-S MS 66 NGC. This untoned dollar’s smooth surfaces are 
indicative of the MS 66 grade level. 

1503 1881-S MS 66 PCGS. This one has the fully bright look expected 
from a high grade coin . 

1504 1881-S MS 67 NGC. Attractive reddish-golden toning decorates the 
obverse, the reverse is essentially brilliant. Superb quality. 

1505 1881-S MS 67 PCGS. White and well defined with no significant 
marks. 

1506 1881-S MS 66 Prooflike PCGS. Although a co mm on Morgan dol¬ 
lar at this grade level, this coin is, nonetheless, one of the finest rep¬ 
resentations that we have had the honor of viewing. This specimen 
is the plate coin that Wayne Miller used in his book An Analysis of 
Morgan and Peace Dollars. The untoned surfaces are as lustrous and 
clean as one could hope to fmd on a silver dollar. While the fields 
are deeply reflective, the devices are not as richly frosted as often 
seen on CC-mint Morgans. Wayne Miller's notarized letter that 
attests to the plate coin status of this example, accompanies this lot 

1507 1881-S MS 66 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Superbly defined with 
golden peripheral toning and few impairments. 

1508 1882-CC MS 64 PCGS. A single contact mark in the left obverse 
field keeps this fully brilliant example from a gem classification. 

1509 1882-CC MS 64 NGC. Fully brilliant with a few minor surface 

1510 1882-CC MS 65 NGC. Essentially brilliant and fully frosty, a few 
minor luster grazes limit the grade. 
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1511 1882-CC MS 65 ICG, intricately detailed with exceptional cartwheel 
brilliance, giving it far more eye appeal than the typical MS 65 of 
this popular issue; 1896 MS 65 ICG, trivial spotting on the cheek; 
1898 MS 65 ICG, frosty white and without serious marks; and a 
1900 MS 65 ICG, minimally abraded with a blush of milky golden 
patina on the right side of the obverse. (Total: 4 coins) 

1512 1882-CC MS 66 PCGS. Traces of light toning with no singularly 
important defects and a bold strike. 

1513 1882-CC MS 64 Prooflike NGC, borderline reflective qualities are 
enhanced by delicate peripheral accents; 1886 MS 64 PCGS, a trifle 
mushy with a splash of color along the left obverse margin; 1887 MS 
64 NGC, untoned save for a thin ring of golden peripheral color; 

1890 MS 64 NGC, mottled obverse toning lessens the effect of field 
marks to the left of the portrait; and a 1904-0 MS 64 NGC, reddish- 
gold peripheral toning. (Total: 5 coins) 

1514 1882-CC MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. Pronounced 
DMPL qualities over each side, a little golden color has gathered at 
the edges. There are only a couple of minor scuffs on each side. 

1515 1882-0 MS 64 PCGS. Multicolored toning on both sides with slight 
softness over Liberty's ear and a few small marks. 

1516 1882-S MS 65 PCGS. A supremely bright, essentially untoned 
example. 

1517 1882-S MS 66 PCGS. A bright, fully struck gem. 

1518 1882-S MS 66 PCGS. A popular issue among both type collectors 
and Morgan enthusiasts, this S-mint dollar combines a pleasing 
prooflike obverse with an evenly frosted reverse. The razor sharp 
definition and placid, untoned surfaces combine to ensure that this 
coin will endear itself to its new owner. (See Color Photo) 

1519 1882-S MS 65 Prooflike NGC. A fully brilliant, sharply struck, high¬ 
ly reflective specimen. 

1520 1883 MS 64 PCGS. Iridescent shades of the rainbow colorfully dec¬ 
orate the obverse in a large crescent, the reverse is essentially 
untoned. 

1521 1883 MS 65 PCGS. A clean, upper-end coin that shows a spot of 
golden color on the obverse border. 

1522 1883 MS 66 PCGS. Pinpoint striking with a suggestion of toning 
and clean surfaces. 

1523 1883 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Deeply reflective fields 
with some golden-russet color at the borders. 

1524 1883-CC MS 64 PCGS; and an 1897-S MS 64 PCGS, both coins 
exhibit varying amounts of light golden color. (Total: 2 coins) 

1525 1883-CC MS 64 PCGS. Fully white and well struck with minor 
imperfections. 

1526 1883-CC MS 65 NGC. Exceptionally clean, bright, and well struck, 
a gem example. 

1527 1883-CC MS 65 PCGS. Despite unusual softness of definition on 
the hair over the ear, this brilliant, frosty specimen is indicative of 
the noteworthy striking quality that is typified by CC-mint Morgans. 

1528 1883-CC MS 65 NGC. Fully defined, both sides are brilliant and 
completely untoned. 

1529 1883-CC MS 65 PCGS. Quite clean on the cheek with excellent lus¬ 
ter and a full strike. 

1530 1883-CC MS 66 PCGS. Exceptionally clean, bright, and well struck, 
a full gem example. 

1531 1883-CC MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Brilliant and sharply 
cameoed with few of the abrasions that normally characterize coins 
from the Carson City mint. 


1532 1883-0 MS 65 NGC, a strongly struck gem that is bathed on the 
obverse in deep golden-orange and green toning; 1886 MS 65 PCGS, 
untoned with intense satiny brilliance; and an 1898-0 MS 65 PCGS, 
well detailed and exhibiting obvious gem credentials. (Total: 3 coins) 

1533 1883-0 MS 66 NGC. Bright and lustrous with a suggestion of gold¬ 
en toning and a few tiny marks that do not detract from the overall 
appearance. 

1534 1883-S AU 55 NGC. A near-mint example with ample amounts of 
silver-gray patina over each side. Sharply struck. 

1535 1884 MS 64 NGC, four examples, all are brilliant and display above 
average impressions. (Total: 4 coins) 

1536 1884 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. A pleasing piece with a 
bold strike and light, scattered haziness. The deeply mirrored fields 
accentuate the few minor abrasions, one in particular on Liberty's 
cheek. 

1537 1884-CC MS 65 PCGS. Extremely lustrous and just a terrific look¬ 
ing coin whose only flaw lies in a couple of minor luster grazes on 
Liberty's cheek. 

1538 1884-CC MS 65 PCGS. Clean-cheeked and nicely toned. 

1539 1884-CC MS 66 PCGS. Pure-white and sharply struck with some 
reflectivity and no significant marks. 

1540 1884-CC MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. An untoned partial cameo with a 
very nice appearance. 

1541 1884-CC MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Frosty cameo 
devices against incredibly deep mirrors and an untoned appearance.

1544 1884-0 MS 65 NGC, two examples, while the first piece is untoned, 
the second displays beautiful blue, russet, and gold peripheral toning 
on the obverse that manifests itself in a more extensive fashion 
throughout the reverse; 1885 MS 65 PCGS, pale gold peripheral ton¬ 
ing on the reverse upsets the otherwise brilliant surfaces; and an 
1885-0 MS 65 NGC, lightly toned in mottled shades of russet- 
brown, this effulgent gem displays unusually crisp detail for a New 
Orleans Mint striking. (Total: 4 coins) 

1545 1884-0 MS 66 Prooflike ANACS. One of the more available 
prooflike Morgans, but still, a scarce and desirable date in gem con¬ 
dition. This lightly toned specimen exhibits nicely mirrored surfaces 
and frosted devices producing a moderate cameo effect, and the coin 
is virtually free of troublesome abrasions. 

1546 1884-S AU 55 ANACS. An affordable alternative to the notoriously 
expensive Mint State example. This piece displays some remaining 
luster, and several mentionable milling marks. 

1547 1884-S AU 58 ANACS. VAM-5. With light color and some friction 
on the highpoints, this is an affordable alternative to an elusive Mint 
State specimen. 

1548 1885 MS 64 NGC, six examples, while one of these pieces displays 
mottled olive toning on its obverse, the majority of the coins in this 
lot are untoned and all of them display typically strong P-mint 
strikes. (Total: 6 coins) 

1549 1885 MS 64 NGC, six examples, while all of the coins display bold¬ 
ly defined features and rich mint frost, one example mates a brilliant 
reverse with an evenly toned, golden obverse. The balance of the 
pieces are snow-white. (Total: 6 coins) 

1550 1885 MS 64 NGC, six examples, the appearance of these pieces 
encompasses full brilliance, gold crescent toning, and even russet- 

- gold patination. (Total: 6 coins) 
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1551 1885 MS 65 NGC, four examples, all coins are untoned, boldly 
delineated, and fully deserving of the respected gem designation, 
(Total: 4 coins) 

1552 1885 MS 66 NGC. Boldly struck with exceptionally clean fields and 
a complete absence of color. 

1553 1885 MS 66 PCGS. Crisply defined with gold and russet peripheral 
toning and few noticeable imperfections. 

1554 1885 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Exceptionally deep fields 
reflect against nicely frosted devices. A hint of original toning is 
seen at portions of the border areas. 

1555 1885-CC MS 63 PCGS. Untoned with terrific cartwheel effect, but 
just a few too many obverse abrasions. 

1556 1885-CC MS 65 PCGS. Steel-gray-violet patina amply blankets 
each side. A popular CC Morgan dollar. 

1557 1885-CC MS 65 PCGS. A hint of golden tinting shows on the 
obverse. Well defined overall, a few minor contact marks limit the 
grade. 

1558 1885-0 MS 66 PCGS. Nearly brilliant with smooth, creamy luster. 

1559 1885-0 MS 66 Prooflike NGC. A first strike example from highly 
polished dies. All details are sharp and full, and there is no mention- 
able toning to obscure the reflective fields. 

1560 1885-S MS 63 PCGS. Fully brilliant, sharply struck, and complete¬ 
ly white. 

1561 1885-S MS 63 NGC. The complete strike and effulgent, lustrous sur¬ 
faces do full justice to an S-mint Morgan dollar. 

1562 1885-S MS 64 ICG. Both sides display excellent strength of strike 
and a vibrancy that is tempered only by a blush of delicate golden 
color across the portrait. 

1563 1885-S MS 65 NGC. Gold and cobalt peripheral toning with nice 
definition and only minor impairments. 

1564 1885-S MS 63 Prooflike NGC. Nicely mirrored surfaces reflect 
against mildly frosted devices. No toning shows on either side to 
obscure the glittering fields. 

1565 1885-S MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Deeply reflective fields 
contrast nicely against the mildly frosted devices. The smooth sur¬ 
faces are completely unobscured by any toning whatsoever. 

1566 1886 MS 65 ANACS, four pieces, two are moderately and colorful¬ 
ly toned, the other two are essentially brilliant. (Total: 4 coins) 

1567 1886 MS 66 NGC. Lustrous, white, and well struck. A few light lus¬ 
ter grazes are the only noticeable contact marks. 

1568 1886 MS 67 NGC. Well struck and white in the central areas with 
light russet peripheral toning. Only 5 pieces have been certified finer 
by NGC and PCGS combined. 

1569 1886 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. This piece represents an 
extremely clean and breathtaking example of Morgan dollar produc¬ 
tion. While the delicate surfaces of prooflike specimens often shows 
varying degrees of disruption, the present piece is a noteworthy 
exception. The cheek and fields are virtually free of noticeable 
marks and both the obverse and the reverse display a pleasing, 
untoned appearance. 

1570 1886-0 MS 62 PCGS. Satiny and lightly toned, with a pronounced 
bluntness of strike in the centers. Scarce in any Mint State grade, but 
specimens grading above 60 or 61 become particularly elusive. 

1571 1886-0 MS 63 PCGS. Very well struck for this difficult date, with 
satiny mint luster and a minimum of marks for the grade. A couple 
of small russet colored toning spots show near the reverse border. 


1572 1886-S AU 58 NGC. Richly detailed despite light circulation, this 
brilliant example carries contact marks that befit a large silver coin 
that served as an active medium of exchange. 

1573 1886-S MS 64 NGC. Some golden-russet color is noted at the bor¬ 
ders. A clean, upper-end MS 64 example of this scarcer date. 

1574 1886-S MS 64 PCGS. Boldly struck and exhibiting a completely 
untoned appearance on each side. 

1575 1886-S MS 64 PCGS. Lightly toned, the central devices are not quite 
fully defined. One curved contact mark is noticed on Liberty's 
cheek. 

1576 1887 MS 64 PCGS, satiny and gem quality save for a few facial 
marks; 1923 MS 65 NGC, vibrant luster is accented by reddish-gold 
toning at the edges; and (2) 1925 MS 64 NGC, both creamy, lightly 
toned examples. (Total: 4 coins) 

1577 1887 MS 65 ANACS, moderately toned; and (2) 1904-0 MS 65 
ANACS, both are brilliant. (Total: 3 coins) 

1578 1887 MS 66 ANACS. A superb, lightly toned, common date Morgan 
dollar. Pristine. 


1579 1887-0 MS 64 NGC. A light coating of gray-lilac patina covers each 
side of this typically struck '87-0 dollar. 

1580 1887-0 MS 64 PCGS. Thick, satiny luster and well struck through¬ 
out with minimal abrasions. One of the more attractive '87-0 dollars 
we have seen recently. 

1581 1887/6-0 MS 64 PCGS. Brilliant, satiny luster amply covers each 
side of this conditionally rare overdate. The typically struck centers 
are the only grade-limiting factor on this bright, choice piece. A few 
minor luster grazes are noted, but these hardly detract The overdate 
feature is clearly visible to the unaided eye. Presently, PCGS has not 
graded a single finer piece. 

1582 1887-S MS 64 PCGS. Lightly toned with remarkably clean surfaces 
for the grade. Sharply defined throughout 

1583 1888 MS 65 PCGS. Bright satiny surfaces, a very clean coin for the 
grade. 

1584 1888 MS 65 PCGS. Bright and untoned with a couple of minor 
marks on the obverse. 

1585 1888-0 MS 64 PCGS, untoned, satiny surfaces are well struck in the 
centers and temptingly close to gem quality; (2) 1899-0 MS 64 
PCGS, one partially framed in copper-gold toning; and a 1902 MS 
64 PCGS, a thin layer of hazy patina is draped across both sides. 
(Total: 4 coins) 

1586 1888-0 MS 65 NGC. A circle of soft golden patina is seen at the 
borders of each side. 

1587 1888-0 MS 65 ICG. Untoned with few appreciable surface marks 
and atypically bold detail in the centers. 

1588 1888-0 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Sharp and untoned, 
with glittering fields. 

1589 1888-S MS 63 NGC. The surfaces are exceptionally bright, being 
struck on a heavily striated planchet that gives the coin a semi- 
prooflikeness that borders on full reflectivity. 

1590 1888-S MS 63 PCGS. Nearly full white and boldly defined with 
fewer marks than one might expect. 

1591 1888-S MS 64 PCGS. The surfaces are exceptionally bright, being 
struck on a heavily striated planchet that gives the coin a semi- 
prooflikeness that borders on full reflectivity. Lightly toned, a cou¬ 
ple of marks on the obverse limit the grade. 

1592 1888-SMS64 Prooflike PCGS. The obverse exhibits some hazy sil¬ 
ver-gray patina, the reverse is bright and nicely reflective.

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1889 MS 65 PCGS. White with a touch of light toning and a few 
small marks. 

1889-CC—Whizzed—ANACS. AU Details, Net VF 30. Well detailed 
but obviously whizzed at one time. Affordable. 

1889-CC XF 45 ANACS. Moderately circulated with some golden- 
gray patina. One small contact mark is noted above the eagle's head. 
A pleasing example of this very popular date. 

1889-0 MS 63 PCGS. The surfaces are unusually clean and display 
good luster. Lightly toned, the centers are somewhat sofdy struck. 

1889-S MS 63 NGC. Bright and lustrous with a few abrasions on 
each side that account for the grade. 

1889-S MS 64 PCGS. A near-gem, lightly toned with sparkling mint 
luster. 

1889-S MS 64 PCGS. Smooth, frosty surfaces are completely 
untoned. This appears to have been specially selected from the 
famous Redfield dollar holdings as most examples are heavily 
marked. 

1889-S MS 63 Prooflike PCGS. Brilliant with a couple of obverse 
scrapes and less-than-complete striking details in the centers. 

1889- S MS 63 Prooflike PCGS. Lightly patinated with the normal 
strike over the ear of Liberty. 

1890 MS 63 NGC. Appearing at first glance to be a finer grade, this 
untoned example is minimally marked and very sharply defined. 
Definitely worth a look. 

1890 MS 64 PCGS. Untoned with outstanding luster for this long 
unappreciated issue. 

1890- CC MS 64 Prooflike PCGS. Well struck and white with a few 
small marks. This issue is rare in Prooflike condition with only 5 
pieces certified finer by NGC and PCGS. Population: 19 in 64, 4 
finer. 

1890-0 MS 64 PCGS. Fully lustrous with a typical appearance for 
the grade. 

1890-0 MS 64 NGC. Both the devices and the fields are curiously 
mark-free for the grade and Liberty's cheek is conspicuous by its 
smooth, silky appearance. A difficult issue to locate at the MS 65 
grade level, this coin would easily satisfy the budget-minded perfec¬ 
tionist. 

1890-S MS 64 PCGS. Deeply lustrous with delicate yellow-gold 
highlights on each side. 

1890-S MS 65 PCGS. A premium specimen that is virtually mark- 
free, and is fully brilliant. The strike is very sharp on this Lavere 
Redfield date dollar. 

1890- S MS 65 PCGS. Boldly defined with traces of golden periph¬ 
eral toning and only minor luster grazes. 

1891 MS 64 NGC. Deeply toned on the obverse, the reverse is some¬ 
what lighter. A completely original specimen. 

1891 MS 64 PCGS. The surfaces on this high quality example are 
satiny-white, show excellent sharpness in the centers, and few 
appreciable marks. 

1891- CC MS 62 ANACS. The subdued, slate-gray luster seems to be 
the only impediment that keeps this piece from a higher Mint State 
grade. 

1891-CC MS 64 NGC. Satiny and untoned, a couple of minor marks 
on the obverse limit this near-gem. 

1891-0 MS 63 NGC. Although lustrous and untoned, this piece’s 
soft strike and scattered abrasions limit its overall eye appeal. 


1615 1891-0 MS 64 NGC. Colorfully toned with original, virtually mark- 
free surfaces. The centers are a little too soft for a higher grade. 

1616 1891-0 MS 64 NGC. An unusual, deeply (but colorfully) toned 
example. The obverse features shades of sea-green intermingled 
with reddish-violet, the reverse exhibits a purple center that fades to 
deep green at the border. Choice quality throughout. 

1617 1891-S MS 64 PCGS. A hint of purple patina shows on the obverse. 
Sharply defined, a few contact marks are seen that limit the grade. 

1618 1891-S MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. A significant find with 
a deep mirror prooflike finish, this coin's delicate, lightly toned 
fields accentuate the scattered abrasions that preclude it from a full 
gem designation. The bold strike, however, is a noteworthy attribute. 
Population: 25 in 64, only 3 finer. 

1619 1892 MS 64 PCGS. Smooth, satiny luster covers each side of this 
clean, upper-end example. A bit soft, as always, over the ear. 

1620 1892 MS 64 PCGS. A bit weaker defined than usual with a touch of 
fight patina. 

1621 1892-CC MS 63 PCGS. Frosty and particularly sharp for this scarcer 
Carson City dollar, with only a few modest abrasions on the central 
devices. Light purple patina. 

1622 1892-0 MS 63 PCGS. Smooth, lustrous fields with a trace of char¬ 
coal color on the reverse. Softly struck on the obverse. 

1623 1892-0 MS 64 PCGS. Atypically bold for this normally flat New 
Orleans date and displaying frosty, lightly toned surfaces. A couple 
of minor milling marks are noted on die obverse. 

1624 1892-0 MS 64 PCGS. Satiny and quite a clean example with the 
usual striking softness in the centers. 

1625 1892-S-Tooled, Cleaned-AN ACS. AU Details, Net VF 30. Sharply 
detailed with unnaturally bright surfaces. An affordable example. 

1626 1893-S-Repaired, Whizzed-AN ACS. AU Details, Net VF 30. 
Unnaturally bright overall, an affordable example of this popular, 
key date Morgan dollar. 

1627 1894 MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous-white with a nice strike and the nor¬ 
mal marks one might expect of the grade. One of the scarcest 
Philadelphia mint dollars in the entire series. 

1628 1894 MS 64 PCGS. A rare and highly coveted Morgan in choice 
mint condition, only 110,972 pieces were struck and most of these 
entered circulation. This is a brilliant coin that is fully struck with a 
few grade-limiting abrasions, most of which are located on the 
obverse. 

1629 1894-0 MS 63 PCGS. Softly defined on the central devices, some 
gray patina is seen in the centers. This gradually changes to a bright 
golden-yellow at the obverse border. A popular, scarce issue of the 
1890s. 

1630 1894-S MS 62 PCGS. An elusive issue above the About Uncirculat¬ 
ed grade level, the present piece represents a significant opportunity 
for the Morgan dollar enthusiast despite the numerous bagmarks that 
account for its low Uncirculated designation. The strike, however, is 
complete and the full range of details are readily evident. 

1631 1894-S MS 63 PCGS. Bright and lustrous, with the reverse grading 
a couple of points higher. An attractive and affordable example of 
this scarcer date, popular both with date collectors and those assem¬ 
bling a complete set. 

1632 1894-S MS 64 PCGS. Very lightly toned on the obverse, a typical 
strike is exhibited in the central regions. There are no noteworthy 
marks on either side. A respectable, choice specimen. 

1633 1895-SMS 63 PCGS. Flashy mint luster with some scattered marks, 
mostly over the obverse, and a hint of silver-gray patina. 

1634 1896 MS 65 NGC. Colorful, original, russet and green toning shows 
at the borders. Gem quality throughout.

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1635 1896 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Deeply mirrored fields, 
the devices are brilliant as well as providing a no-contrast appear¬ 
ance.

A difficult date to find in Mint State (espe¬ 
cially as a select specimen or higher) and missing from most collec¬ 
tions. This example is toned a light golden color with an average 
strike and virtually none of the unsightly marks associated with the 
grade. 

1637 1896-0 MS 63 PCGS. An honest, select Mint State example of this 
conditionally scarce O-mint, typically struck in the centers and 
showing slightly muted luster on the obverse. 

1638 1897 MS 64 NGC. Pitted Die, VAM-6A. Although not readily evi¬ 
dent to the unaided eye, this example was apparently produced with 
rusted (or pitted) dies. An interesting variety, both sides of this near¬ 
gem are fully bright and lustrous. 

1639 1897 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. Sharply struck and brilliant with good 
depth of fields. 

1640 1897-S MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Reflective fields domi¬ 
nate the "look" of this near-gem, which also enjoys a sharp strike and 
below average abrasions. 

1641 1898 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. A razor sharp strike 
with full watery reflectivity and some russet color at the borders. 

1642 1898-0 MS 64 NGC, three pieces, two of the three with excellent 
sharpness for the issue; and (3) 1899-0 MS 64 NGC, all satiny and 
minimally abraded. (Total: 6 coins) 

1643 1898-0 MS 65 PCGS; and a 1923 MS 65 PCGS, two brilliant gems 
representing the Morgan and Peace dollar types. (Total: 2 coins) 

1644 1898-0 MS 65 NGC; (2) 1899-0 MS 65 PCGS; and a 1904-0 MS 65 
NGC, all present a fully original, gem appearance. (Total: 4 coins) 

1645 1898-0 MS 66 PCGS. An attractive, high grade example of this 
common dollar. 

1646 1898-0 MS 66 NGC. White central areas with gold and russet 
peripheral toning and few significant marks. 

1647 1898-0 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Fully struck with 
frosted devices and light toning. There are a few minor marks evi¬ 
dent. 

1648 1898-S MS 64 PCGS. Fully bright and well defined, only a couple 
of tiny luster grazes on the obverse limit the grade. An interesting 
Redfield date. 

1649 1898-S MS 65 NGC. While Mint State 1898-0 Morgan dollars are 
among the most common survivors from their series, the same can¬ 
not be said for their San Francisco counterparts. This example's 
beautifully preserved surfaces and warm blanket of champagne-gold 
toning speak volumes for its technical and aesthetic charm. While 
the strike above the ear is somewhat weak for an S-mint dollar, we 
note that this feature is not unduly bothersome. A rare find, we antic¬ 
ipate strong competition for this specimen among the numerous col¬ 
lectors who specialize in this series. (See Color Photo) 

1650 1899 MS 65 PCGS. A sharply struck, fully lustrous example of this 
popular, lower mintage date. 

1651 1899 MS 65 PCGS. A lovely satin representation that carries bil¬ 
lowy luster and light russet highlights about the reverse periphery. 
While the hair above the ear is slightly weak, the surfaces are 
smooth and alone warrant a higher grade. This beautiful coin cer¬ 
tainly caught the eye of Wayne Miller, who used it as the 1899 plate 
coin in his book An Analysis of Morgan and Peace Dollars. The 
author has written an identification letter that Steve Ivy Numismatic 
Auctions, Inc. included with this coin when it appeared as lot 829 in 
their November 1978 sale in Dallas, Texas. We are pleased to once 
again include this letter alongside the coin.

1653 1899 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. A smooth, clean-cheeked example of 
this popular issue with bright mirrors in the fields and just a touch of 
light color. 

1654 1899-0 MS 64 NGC. A bright, high-end specimen. The surfaces 
resemble those found on a gem. 

1655 1899-0 MS 64 NGC, six examples, two of the coins exhibit light 
rose-wine patination throughout, although the balance of this lot evi¬ 
dences full mint brilliance. The striking power, as usual for the issue, 
is somewhat weak on the hair above the ear and the eagle's breast.

1656 1899-0 MS 65 PCGS. Sharply struck with a couple of minor luster 
grazes in the left obverse field.

Just a smidgen of hazy golden pati¬ 
na is seen over each side. Nicely mirrored surfaces.

The deeply mirrored fields contrast against 
the boldly struck devices. An elusive DMPL date in such a high 
grade.

1660 1899-S MS 63 NGC. The lightly mottled, russet-gold toning that 
adorns the obverse of this specimen speaks volumes for its original¬ 
ity. The scattered grade-limiting bagmarks, as well as the striking 
softness on the hair over the ear, detract from the overall eye appeal. 

1661 1899-S MS 64 PCGS. A lustrous, well struck example of this 
scarcer, late date S-mint dollar. 

1662 1899-S MS 64 NGC. Lustrous with a few small scattered abrasions, 
none of which are singly distracting. 

1663 1899-S MS 64 PCGS. White in the central areas with russet periph¬ 
eries and only minor impairments. 

1664 1900 MS 65 PCGS. The obverse is mostly white, the reverse is col¬ 
orfully toned in varying sunset shades. Well struck. 

1665 1900-0 MS 66 NGC. Fully struck with superb luster and one tiny 
milling mark on the obverse. 

1666 1900-0/CC XF 45 PCGS. A popular variety, the scattered dark ton¬ 
ing spots on the reverse inhibit this coin's otherwise lightly toned 
faces. 

1667 1900-0/CC MS 63 PCGS. Very lightly toned with slightly subdued 
luster and some weakness of definition in the centers. Clear over- 
mintmark detail. 

1668 1900-0/CC MS 63 PCGS. This is an interesting variety that mates 
the popularity of the Carson City Mint with the quaint charm of its 
New Orleans counterpart. While the strike is somewhat incomplete 
on the highpoints, the frosty, delicately toned surfaces reveal no 
unduly bothersome bagmarks. 

1669 1900-S MS 64 PCGS. Scattered abrasions that include a group of 
heavy ones across Liberty's lower cheek detract from the otherwise 
exceptional eye appeal of this crisply delineated, untoned Morgan. 


1670 1901AU 50 PCGS. Lightly toned and displaying the subdued, satiny 
brilliance that this key Morgan is known for. One heavy milling 
mark is noted on Liberty's cheek. 

1671 1901-0 MS 66 PCGS. Rose and violet toning with no significant 


1672 1901-0 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. Well defined and untoned with very 
clean surfaces for the grade. 


1673 1901-S MS 63 PCGS. Softly struck with mottled gray-golden-brown 
patina.

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1901- S MS 64 PCGS. A key date at the MS 65 grade level, this near¬ 
gem representative should attract the attention of budget-minded 
specialists throughout the numismatic community. Boldly defined 
and lustrous throughout, both the obverse and the reverse display 
pleasing, mottled champagne highlights that do wonders for this 
piece's eye appeal. A lone, inconspicuous abrasion buried within the 
hair below Liberty's ear is the only distraction that keeps this other¬ 
wise pristine specimen from an even higher grade designation. 
(See Color Photo) 

1902 MS 65 ICG. The bright, satiny surfaces are refreshingly 
unabraded save for a hairline scratch before the chin. 

1902 MS 65 PCGS. An exquisite representation of this late date P- 
mint Morgan dollar with hardly a blemish to note on these smooth 
surfaces. The strike is average for the series but the brilliant surfaces 
exhibit swirling satin luster that may be too intense for weak eyes. A 
letter written by Wayne Miller, author of the book An Analysis of 
Morgan and Peace Dollars, accompanies this coin. The notarized 
document states that this gem specimen served as the 1902 plate coin 
that Miller featured in his book. 

1902- 0 MS 65 PCGS. Brilliant and untoned with some slight soft¬ 
ness in the centers. 

1902-0 MS 65 NGC. Brilliant and very lustrous, a gem fit for a fine 
collection. 

1902-0 MS 65 PCGS. Unusually clean and free of noticeable abra¬ 
sions, this lightly toned specimen displays lots of satiny luster. 

1902-0 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. A no-contrast prooflike coin with a 
completely brilliant appearance over both sides. Scarce. 

1902-S MS 64 NGC. A difficult issue to locate at the MS 65 grade 
tier, this frosty piece displays softness of definition on the hair over 
the ear that is quite uncommon for the San Francisco Mint. Nonethe¬ 
less, the predominantly clean surfaces ensure this coin's pleasing 
overall assessment. 

1902- S MS 64 ICG. Fully brilliant and extremely well struck for this 
popular S-mint, with only trivial scuffiness in front of the portrait 
from a possible leap to gem quality. 

1903 MS 66 PCGS. White with a razor sharp strike and a blush of 
golden toning. 

1903- 0 MS 64 PCGS. Just a hint of color shows on the reverse. Well 
struck with a few grade-limiting luster grazes on the obverse. 

1903-0 MS 64 PCGS. A super, bright example showing a virtual 
absence of noticeable surface marks. The white surfaces show full, 
original cartwheel luster. 

1903-0 MS 64 NGC. Untoned, richly frosted, and quite clean 
throughout, this O-mint dollar remains popular due to its close asso¬ 
ciation with the Great Treasury Raid of the early 1960s. 

1903-0 MS 65 PCGS. Remarkably clean features with bright, satiny 
luster. A most attractive example of this scarcer, late-date O-mint 
dollar. 

1903-0 MS 65 PCGS. Lightly toned overall with clean, nearly 
mark-free surfaces. 

1903-0 MS 63 Prooflike PCGS. Brilliant and quite well struck, the 
fields are moderately reflective. Scarce, as are all post-1900 dollars 
with mirrored fields. 


1691 1903-S MS 65 PCGS. A widely melted issue, the 1903-S Morgan 
dollar is elusive in all grades and becomes unquestionably rare at the 
MS 65 level of preservation. While the striking pressure wanes 
slightly over the ear, the balance of the features stand out in stark 
contrast to the surrounding fields. The entire coin is free of bag- 
marks and we note that Liberty's cheek displays the smoothness that 
advanced collectors crave. The untoned surfaces allow for full 
appreciation of the mint luster as it whisks every ray of light around 
the faces in unmistakable cartwheel fashion. As we anticipate sig¬ 
nificant collector demand for this lovely gem, a carefully considered 
bid that taVr.c into account this coin’s rarity and popularity is sure to 
carry the day. 

1692 1904-0 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. The nicely mirrored surfaces exhib¬ 
it some soft russet color in the border areas. 

1693 1904-0 MS 62 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Bright and untoned 
with a few scattered contact marks. 

1694 1904-0 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Deeply reflective fields 
with typical, non-contrasting devices. Some peripheral toning is 
noted on each side. Scarce as a gem DMPL issue. 

1695 1904-S MS 63 PCGS. A fully lustrous example of this rare late date 
S-mint dollar. The strike is not quite full in the centers and there are 
a couple of minor abrasions scattered over each side. This is a no¬ 
questions select coin and, as such, is a rare and desirable find for the 
dollar collector. 

1696 1921 MS 66 PCGS. Although remarkably clean and lustrous for a 
1921 Morgan, the obverse of this example suffers from irregular ton¬ 
ing as the result of being improperly rinsed after dipping. The situa¬ 
tion may or may not be correctable. 

1697 1921-D MS 65 PCGS. The obverse is toned in mottled shades of red, 
green, and gray, the reverse exhibits an untoned center with a deep 
gray-green peripheral circle.

1704 1922 MS 65 NGC. Some scattered reddish-russet toning is seen at 
the borders. The surfaces are very lustrous. 

1705 1922-S MS 64 PCGS. Bright and lustrous, a fully white specimen 
that displays well struck devices. 

1706 1923 MS 64 PCGS; (2) 1925 MS 64 PCGS; and a 1926 MS 64 
PCGS, all brilliant to essentially brilliant examples with few appre¬ 
ciable marks.

1729 1926-S MS 65 NGC. Some original toning blankets each side. 
Extremely lustrous with minimally abraded devices, a gem quality 
specimen. 

1730 1927 MS 63 PCGS, two examples, both are suitably impressed, 
lightly toned representations of this low mintage P-mint issue. 
(Total: 2 coins) 


1927-D MS 64 PCGS. Well struck with light toning and very satiny 
luster. 

1732 1927-D MS 64 NGC. Very well struck with milky golden-orange 
patina that covers both sides of this early NGC certification. 

1733 1928 MS 64 PCGS. Scattered bits of irregular toning are flecked 
about the peripheries of each side. Scarce. 

1734 1928 MS 64 PCGS. Well struck with the luster somewhat subdued 
and russet peripheral toning.

1770 1860-C--Jewelry, Damaged-ANACS. XF Details, Net Fine 12. This 
is a very scarce Charlotte quarter eagle that has unfortunately suf¬ 
fered the effects of crude mishandling. Quite heavily abraded and 
scratched throughout, the granular surfaces display an unnaturally 
vivid, yellow-gold sheen. Quite well detailed despite an incomplete 
strike and noticeable wear. 

1771 1862—Repaired, Scratched-AN ACS. AU Details, Net VF 20. Some 
smoothing of heavy obverse marks is noted on that side. 

1772 1873 Closed 3 AU 50 ANACS. The scarcer of the two varieties of 
this issue, this coin is a lightly worn survivor from an original deliv¬ 
ery of only 55,200 business strikes. Moderately abraded although 
still quite lustrous, this bold specimen exhibits pleasing copper-gold 
coloration. 

1773 1878 MS 61 PCGS. Moderately abraded with pinkish-gold accents. 

1774 1879 MS 62 PCGS. Well struck with bright pinkish-orange tinted 
luster. Trends S550. 

1775 1903 MS 61 ANACS. With nary an abrasion to report, this yellow- 
gold piece would do justice to a significantly higher grade.

1783 1926 MS 62 PCGS. A billowy, ffosty piece, this coin carries a blan¬ 
ket of milky-white haze over its obverse that helps to conceal the 
grade-defining copper spots and bagmarks. 

Quite lustrous and sharp with a few contact 
marks. 

1785 1927 MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck and intensely lustrous with no men- 
tionable abrasions on either side.

1786 1928 MS 64 ICG. Well preserved with an original, ffosty appear¬ 
ance. 

1787 1929 MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous and well struck with hints of orange 
toning and minor impairments. 

CERTIFIED THREE DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

1788 1878 AU 58 NGC. For the person looking for a coin with almost all 
the pop of a Mint State piece at something less than a Mint State 
price, this may just be the coin. Almost all the mint luster is present, 
and indeed at first glance the piece does look Uncirculated. Bright 
surfaces with a few minor field marks, and just a bit softly struck on 
the highpoints of the design. 
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1789 1879 MS 62 NGC. An exceptionally lovely coin with eye appeal 
that makes this coin appear far finer than the stated grade. Rich red¬ 
dish-gold color with lovely min t frost and just a tinge of reflectivity 
in the fields. Fully struck. One of the more available dates in the 
series and certainly one of the most attractive. 

CERTIFIED EARLY HALF EAGLE 


1790 1800 XF 40 PCGS. B. 1-B. Miller-42. One of the more commonly 
encountered varieties of the year. Well defined for the grade, we note 
characteristic lack of definition on the top of the U in UNITED. 
There are a number of small abrasions scattered across both sides, 
the most obvious ones being a couple in the lower right obverse 
field. Moderate wear is noted around both sides of this desirable 
early half eagle. (See Color Photo) 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 


1791 1857 MS 62 PCGS. An unusual, essentially mark-free example, 
sharply struck in all areas that is limited in grade by slightly muted 
luster. The 1857 half eagle is very scarce in strict Mint State condi¬ 
tion, but is probably just as important as a No Motto type coin, of 
which there are precious few Uncirculated survivors. 

1792 1868-S AU 58 ANACS. Sharply struck with reddish patina and no 
more defects than one might expect of the grade. One of the great 
condition rarities of the entire half eagle series. Only a few examples 
of this rare issue are known in AU 58 and finer condition, and this 
specimen sits firmly in the Condition Census for the date. 

1793 1881 MS 64 NGC. Fully struck with superb color and luster. Condi¬ 
tionally rare in finer grades. 

1794 1897-S MS 62 NGC. A very scarce and often overlooked late-date 
half eagle with an unimpressively large mintage. The '97-S is very 
elusive in Mint State with probably no more than 25-30 pieces 
known in all grades of Uncirculated. This is a sharply struck piece 
with original color and a typical number of abrasions on the reverse. 

1795 1898-S MS 63 PCGS. Quite scarce in Mint State, this piece is lus¬ 
trous and sharply struck. 

1796 1900 MS 63 PCGS. A very attractive coin with reddish-gold color 
overall and a slight amount of weakness at the peripheries. 

1797 1900 MS 64 NGC. A fully struck, near-gem example of this popu¬ 
lar tum-of-the-century date. Superb luster and nearly mark-free sur¬ 
faces. 


1798 1901-S MS 64 NGC. A pleasing, lustrous example of this common 
date five Lib. Fully struck with even, light color. 

1799 1905 MS 63 PCGS. A little bluntly struck on the central obverse 
device, the luster is quite satiny, but slightly subdued. There are no 
mentionable marks or other abrasions. 

1800 1906-D MS 62 ICG. Subdued luster, the lightly marked surfaces are 
well defined. 

1801 1908 MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous and well defined with orange patina 
and fewer marks than one might expect of the grade.

Lustrous surfaces with a few typical contact 
marks. A worthwhile type selection. 


1806 1909-D MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous with mottled orange-gold patina and 
small abrasions. 

1807 1909-D MS 64 PCGS. A frosty example with rich golden toning. A 
few contact marks are seen on the reverse. 

1808 1910 MS 62 PCGS. Bright, lustrous surfaces and surprisingly clean 
for an MS 62. 

1809 1911-D~Cleaned--ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. This example's 
unnaturally shiny, honey-brown appearance betray its unfortunate 
stint in the possession of a misguided collector. This is, nonetheless, 
an important survivor from this elusive D-mint delivery.

Bright pink-golden 
color overall. 

1811 1912 MS 62 PCGS. Well struck with attractive reddish tinged sur¬ 
faces. 

1812 1912 MS 62 ICG. Quite lustrous for the grade with a good strike 
except on the eagle's wingtip. 

1813 1912 MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous and bright with a touch of gold toning 
and minor imperfections. An upper-end example of the grade. 

1814 1914 MS 62 PCGS. Both sides of this slightly better issue are bright 
and frosty, with only modest blemishes on the Native American's 
portrait and in the fields of the reverse. 

1815 1914-S MS 61 PCGS. This piece is reasonably well defined with 
only a few small abrasions and good luster characteristics. 

1816 1915 MS 62 PCGS. Slightly muted luster with a few small field 
marks that are consistent with the grade.

1819 1849 AU 58 NGC. A common date P-mint, this piece is bright with 
some softness on several of the stars. A couple of contact marks are 
noticed on each side. 

1820 1850 Small Date XF 45 PCGS. The scarcer of the two date sizes by 
a considerable margin and a valuable coin in XF and AU condition. 
This is a very pleasing example whose surfaces are typically marked 
and present a rich, yellow-gold appearance. 

1821 1866-S Motto-Cleaned-ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 45. While 
the No Motto issue is the rarer of the two types struck this year, the 
With Motto coins are still quite elusive. Only 11,500 pieces were 
produced of this scarce issue, and while this is not one of the finer 
examples known, the surfaces are noteworthy because of their lack 
of post-striking impairments. Trends $4,100.
